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ST. FRANCIS OF ASSISI AND POPE PIUS XI

St. Francis of Assisi! That word 
int may sound queer from this 
sk, but I use it in the broad sense, 
iat in which the Word of God uses 
in writing to the believers in Rome. 
1e great Apostle says, “To the saints 
Rome.” Every really converted 
rson is a saint in that sense, and 
must not think that sainthood is 
\ited to any certain religious Order 
to persons who have been canon- 
ed by a certain Church. A saint is 
e who is truly devoted to God; 
1 we have no-hesitation in calling 
m a saint because he really did 
ote his life to God. While he was 
perfect, and did not by any means 
ch the highest degree of sanctity, 
was really a man of God. During 
the centuries of what are termed 
Dark Ages, God never left Him- 
without witnesses on this earth. 
hether in the solitude of monas- 
ies or in the active life of the Wal- 
sians of Northern Italy, there 
re always men who testified to the 
th of God, and among these we

Jesus used six, “Blessed are the poor in 
spirit.” But he took them as refer- 
ring first, to all of outward wealth, so 
he would possess nothing. His father 
threatened to disinherit him and 
finally did so. When he did this, 
Francis took off the clothes his father 
had given him and threw them at his 
father, robed himself in an old cloak 
that someone offered him, and said, 
“Henceforth I have no father on 
earth. I have only a Father in 
Heaven.”

It is known 
to everybody that a man can clothe 
his body in rags and still be full of 
wickedness in the soul. You can 
search your New Testament from 
beginning to end and you will find 
that Christ makes little of the ex- 


ternals of religion. Speaking to the 
scribes and Pharisees, He said in effect: 
“You make clean the outside of the 
cup and platter, but within they are 
full of all that is filthy. You are like 
a grave with its grass and flowers 
outside, but inside full of rotten bones.” 
Christ always puts the great stress 
on what is within a man, and em 
phasized the necessity of purity in the 
inner life of the man. Francis took 
certain passages in God’s Word and 
overlooked others. Jesus said to that 
young ruler, “Sell your goods, give 
the proceeds to the poor, take up your 
cross and follow me.” That young 
man’s soul was being eaten out by his 
desire for wealth. Jesus said that to 
him, that was what he needed. The 
great error of Francis was that he 
applied that to all men. Jesus also 
said to certain disciples, “Don’t take 
two coats apiece;” and again Francis 
applied that to all human beings, say- 
ing that no man should have purse 
or scrip—no man ought to carry 
any property with him. Yet while 
he appealed through the body, in an 
age when the Bible was a hidden 
book, he made his appeal from the 
sible. While he thus appealed, how- 
ever, he was in error in his interpre- 
tation, which led to entirely wrong 
views of life. 


But having said this it is important 
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for us to note the sharp contrast be- 
tween this man’s life and those of the 
heads of the Church that outwardly 
did him honor all over the Catholic 
world in October. Forty-four years 
ago the Roman Church celebrated the 
anniversary of his birth. It sought 
to do the same thing at the seven 
hundredth anniversary of his death.

The ignorance of some writers in re- 
ligious papers as to the real nature of 
Vatican religious teaching is really be- 
yond belief.

On Nov. 7 former President Obre- 
gen issued a statement in Mexico City 
upholding the actions of the Calles 
Government in its conflict with the 
Roman Church.

the conclusion that they can get along 
without the aid of the Church. 

“In restricting worship to the aris- 
tocracy the clergy effected economies 
for to-day the rich are sustaining 
the expenses of the clergy, thereby re- 
ducing the labor of the priests and 
giving the Church greater financial 
advantage than it had when services 
were held for everybody. This 
conflict .can be resolved when the 
clergy understand they have erred 
fundamentally in endeavoring to di- 


vert their true mission into real poli- 


tics and violence. If they dedicate 
themselves to the exercise of religious 
worship they may still retain some 
of their wealth and power.”

The principal purpose of Christ’s Mission is to place before all 
Catholic peoples, whether Greek, Roman, or of any other communion, 
the essential facts of New Testament Christianity, specially empha- 
sizing the following points: 


Christ’s Mission is an interdenominational work, bringing its activi- 
ties to bear as a connecting link between all Christians on the essential 
facts and doctrines of New Testament Christianity. Its motto is: “In 
things fundamental, unity; in things uncertain, liberty; in all things, 
unlimited charity.” 


The principal points stressed in the teaching of Christ’’s Mission 
are: 


1. That the word “religion” stands for the personal attitude of the in- 
dividual toward God. 

2. That Jesus came to save every man, woman and child on earth from 
their sins, and that the Sacrifice on Calvary was made once for all. 


3. That every living being on earth can address the Saviour Himself 
direct, at any time, in any place, with the certainty that the seeking 
Saviour will be “found” by the seeking sinner. 


4. That as the result of personal contact of any human soul with the 
divine power of Christ every man can live in the daily consciousness of 
the forgiveness of all past sin, of continual deliverance from the power of 
sin, of reconciliation with God, and a certainty that—the Blood of Christ 
having been accepted by God as atoning for all sin—the moment of death 
means the entrance upon the joys of Heaven. 


Dogmas of the Greek and Roman churches are seldom assailed as 
such, either on platform or in press, except in so far as “something 
better” as to religious erpericnce is offered. 


The secondary purpose of Christ’s Mission is to enlighten non 
Catholics everywnere as to Vatican-inspired activities against civil 
and religious liberty in all countries. In dealing with this subject 
it carefully distinguishes between (1) the Roman Curia, (2) the 
hierarchy, and (3) the laity. As to none of these does it assail 
individuals, but it speaks out plainly as to the nature of the politico- 
religious system in which they form three separate and distinct entities 
It always assumes that individuals are performing their duty to God 
as they see it—even in efforts to put the yoke of spiritual, intellectual 
and political bondage upon persons and peoples not yet subject to 
the Vatican. In no case does it connect any considerable percentage 
of the laity in any way with the political schemes of either the Vatican 
or the hierarchy. 


It believes itself to be the only institution in the United States 
laboring on these two lines of work, and confidently appeals for help 
in money, prayers, and the exercise of personal influence in behalf of 
its workers and its literature.
